i was expected that the miniature 
railway system in the 8. P. Round- 
house on Treasure Island would fasci- 
nate exposition visitors just the way it 
has, but there was little expectation 
that the “Southern Pacific Junior En- 
gineer’’ idea would go over with such a 
bang. 

To become a Junior Engineer a 
youngster, or adult, visits Senior Engi- 
neer Frank La Berge (picture lower 
left) at the Reundhouse to obtain a 
Train Primer that tells about S. P. 
locomotives and what signs and signals 
mean, also a Question & Answer leaflet. 
The aspiring Junior Engineer takes 
these home, studies the Primer, then 
checks the question test, and returns 
the lea with his application for 
appointment to the 5. P. Junior Engi- 
neers Club, San Francisco. 
Questionnaire returns of first few 
days showed an average of 97% eorreet 
answers. The successful applicant re- 
eeives a blue and gold coat button 
labeled “Southern Pacific Junior Engi- 
necr,” a Rule Book for the good con- 
duct of Junior Engineers, and a letter 
of congratulation from J. H. Dyer, vice 
president in charge of operations. 

Questions are naturally rather simple, 
although it has been found there are 
more slips made off-hand by railroaders 
on the average than by the Junior appli- 
cants after they have studied the 
Primer. There are eight sets of the 
ten-question. tests so that an applicant 
and his buddy can each be given 
different questions to answer. 

The applications for Junior appoint- 
ment have been coming back to the 
Gen'l Advertising Dep’t at the rate of 
about 125 a day, which number will 
increase ss word of the “game” is 
voiced around among the youngsters.

Another map 
featured by lighting effect shows the loea- 
tion of each freight and passenger train at 
10 o'clock on an average night.

Model Trains: Nine complete trains, 
built to one-quarter inch scale, com- 
prise the miniature railway system in 
the S. P. Roundhouse. There is a 13- 
car streamlined Daylight, a 17-car City 
of San Francisco, the Californian, an in- 
terurban coach train, three freight 
trains, a passenger train of the ‘70s 
(built and loaned by G. M. Best of Los 
Angeles), all of them in contrast with 
the tiny “C. P, Huntington” of 1864 
vintage pulling a coach and baggage 
car of that era. 

The trains operate through dioramas 
illustrative of territory along the Four 
Great Routes. The train of perishable 
freight cars (top of page) moving 
through the Shasta Route diorama 
shows how. the topography has been. 
sealed in size to give a natural full-size 
effect to the train. The same train is 
seen below in smaller picture going 
through the Old South diorama depict- 
ing the Sunset Route. The other two 
dioramas are of a desert scene along tho 
Golden State Route and the crossing 
over Great Salt Lake on the Overland 
Route, 

The miniature system is operated 
from a control board (middle picture 
left) located in the cénter of the circular 
exhibié room where an attendant ex- 
plains what the flashing of signal lights 
mean and also answers many gereral 
questions about Southern Pacific’s ser- 
vice and equipment. 

Above the dioramas along the upper 
wall of the circular room is a series of 
photographic murals (two lower pic: 
tures left) featuring different types of

Praise Run of Special S. P. Train from Ogden 


GHORTLY after inidnight the morn- 
ing of February 14 there. rolled 
out of the Union Terminal yard at 
Ogden onto the S. P. main line a 
special train of 26 cars loaded with 
pure-blooded Hereford, Short Horn and 
Aberdeen-Angus beef cattle that was 
destined to attract the enthusiastic at- 
tention of Pacific Coast and national 
livestock shippers. 

Thoroughbred: stock are frequent 
travelors over 8. P. lines, but this was 
no ordinary shipment. The freight. 
“passengers” included some of the na- 
tion’s prize cattle enroute -to the Beef 
Cattle Show of Golden Gate” Inter- 
national Exposition, February 18-28. 

Quick handling and a comfortable, 
fast ride was necessary so that ex- 
hibitors would have time to rest and 
groom their potential blue-ribbon win- 
ners before the show opened. Then, 
too, the welfare of 65 humans aboard 
the train—exhibitors and caretakers— 
was thoughtfully taken care of with a 
coach and dining car. 

All in all the train movement con- 
stituted one of those specialized jobs 
for which 8. P. traflic and operating 
forces have already gained cnviable 
reputation, The shipment was obtained 
through alert solicitation that origi- 
nated in San Francisco last, December, 
was continued through correspondence 
and personal contacts, and finally con- 
summated in Ogden only o few hours 
BEGF PASSENGERS: Unloaded from 
one of the 26 cars that comprised a special 
train run between Ogden and Oakland, the 
prize Aberdeen-Angus beef cattle shown be- 
low were little concerned with all the elabor- 
ate preparations Southern Pacific’s men had 
made to insure them a quick and comfort- 
able ride.

Accident Is Goal Set by Men at Sparks Stores 


HERE will be:a big ‘celebration at 
the Sparks Stores next August 1 if 
employes there keep up the pace set 
to date in-their Safety Campaign. 
February 27 marked the 845th con- 


secutive day since a reportable accident’ 


occurred to an employe at those stores, 
On that day General Storekeeper A. 8. 


” ‘McKelligon was there to congratulate 


the men responsible for such a remark~ 
able.safety record and to present them. 
with Cortificates of Commendation. 

August 1 is now their next big objec- 

tive for, if all goes well and no one slips 
up in the safety lessons that are known 
so -well, that date will mark 1000 days 
of perfect safety. . As ‘one feature of the 
celebration program, Storekeeper C. L. 
Hawley has promised the whole force a 
chicken dinner with all the trimmings. 

In achieving the safety record, Store- 
keeper Hawley declares that three 
factors have been most vital: 

1, Friendly, cooperative spirit of the 

men themselves, 

2. Constant repetition and rehearsal 
of subject at weekly mectings 
keep the men safety-minded. 

3. Close attention to proper hand- 
ling of materials. 

“Each type of material requires dif- 
ferent handling,” Hawley explains, “and 
our employes are taught the correct 
method to use in every operation 
whether.it be a quantity of small cotter 
keys or a large locomotive cylinder, 
heavy locomotive tires, 131-1b. rail, or 
even 12,000-gal. tank car shells. In 
this there is complete cooperation. Each 
employe considers himself a committee 
of one to call attention of his fellow- 
worker to any unsafe practice he no- 
tices. Such suggestions are given and 
taken in a harmonious and friendly 
manner.’” 

Safety meetings are held every Mon- 
day morning before the day's work 
commences. Reports from other stores 
covering accidents are read and ana- 


lyzed. Literature prepared ‘by various 
organizations is frequently read, and 
employes make report of any unsafe 
practices or conditions observed in not 
only his own department but in any 
other with which he comes in contact. 

Emphasis is placed on the use of blue 
flags, safe ‘tools, safe running boards, 
ete., and inspections are made of such 
items, as well as chains and cables, at - 
least once each week. Wearing of safety 
shoes is important because of the num- 
ber of heavy items handled, and the 
campaign has resulted in nearly all of 
the storemen equipping themselves 
with such shoes. 

November 5, 1936, was the date of 
the last reportable injury at the Sparks 
Stores. Since that time, up to Febru- 
ary 27, the employes there had worked 
99,600 man-hours. -

Carriers Get Huge Subsidy from Public Taxes 


i IGHWAY transport in the United 
. States has been’ subsidized to the 
extent of more than ten billion dollars 
by those who pay taxes on homes, farms 
and other property. This is the con- 
clusion reached by three of America’s 
most eminent and experienced highway 
engineers in # special study just made 
for the Association of American Rail- 
roads. 

For publie carrier trucks of three-ton 
capacity and up, the subsidy ranges 
from #876 to $2,047 o year, according to 
the report of Clifford Older, C, B. Breed 
and W.S. Downs, the engincers making 
the study. 

As chief of the Illinois Highway De- 
partment, Older had charge of the fa- 
mous Bates Road Tests in which the 
fundamentals of present-day highway 
design were developed. Professor Breed. 
is head of the School of Civil Engincer-

All three 
engincers have had wide practical ex- 
perienee in highwsiy construction, main- 
tenance and finance in various sections 
of the country, 

In their study these experts eonsid- 
ered the system of stree 
a great state public utility, of which 
every road open for traffic is a part. 
“Fach road and street in this public 
highway system of a state receives or 
delivers most of its traffic to or fram 
some other highway,” the engineers 
said, “The state system as a whole, 
they said, “is not unlike a railroad sys- 
tem” in that the main trunk highways 
are dependent for their traffic upon the 
use of city streets and secondary rural 
roads as terminals and feeders. 

The cost of improvements on this 
system made for the use of motor ve-= 
hicles, in the view of the three engi- 
neers, should be met by “an equitable 
charge upon the motor vehicles which 


a subsidy which was not diminished for 
the succceding years up to and inelud- 
ing 1937. 

Additional costs incurred in building 
roads thicker, stronger, wider, straighter 
and flatter than would be necded for 
vehicles of this class, and additional 
maintenance costs incurred because of 
the operation of heavier and larger ve- 
hicles, should be met by the classes of 
vehicles whose operation makes neces- 
sary these added costs, in the view of 
the engineers. 

From complete figures for 1932, they 
find that the subsidy for heavier ve- 
hicles ranges from $876 a year for a 
three-ton truck or a twenty-passenger 
bus up to $2,047 a year for the heaviest, 
permissible truck. Complete figures 
are not available for later years, but, 
fair approximations for the year 1037 
show similar results. 

‘These facts substantiate the con- 
tention of the railroad industry that 
before there can be an equitable basis 
of competition between the various 
forms of transportation, there must be 
established 2 National Transportation 
Policy that will provide the American 
people with the best possible transpor- 
tation at the lowest true cost. 

For example, when truck operators 
pay their taxes (said to be $417,500,000 
in 1987) they have made their total con- 
tribution to the cost of building or 
maintaining the highways over which 
they operate. But in the case of the 
railroads, they not only paid a tax bill 
of $329,500,954 in 1937, but also spent 
$405,593,915 for maintenance of way 


For every $100 which the rail- 
roads received from the public for 
the transportation of passengers, 
freight, express and mails and for all 
other services, they paid the tax col- 
lectors $5.33 in 1917; $6.13 in 1927; 
$7.82 in 1937; and $9.93 in the first 
nine months of 1938. 

In 1917 the railroads worked 19 
days to carn enough revenues to pay 
taxes, In 1927 they worked 22 days

expense, or a total of $825,094,869 for 
the two items. : 

An important point for railroad peo- 
ple to bear in mind in discussing the 
national transportation problem with 
their friends, is this: There. are four 
“ways” of transportation in the United 
States—waterway, airway, roadway and 
railway. Of these four, the railroads 
alone now build and maintain their own 
‘Grays? without the aid of the money we 
all pay in taxes. And, more than that, 
they pay taxes on their “ways” which 
help to support schools and other func: 
tions of government. 

True cost of transportation cannot 
be determined until such situations as 
the above are equalized as between the 
carriers using these four “ways.”

For the month of January, 1939, 
Railway Operating Revenues of 
Southern Pacific Lines amounted to 
$15,766,514, or $682,859 more than the 
revenues for the same period of 1938, 
an increase of 4%, 

Railway Operating Expenses for 
January were $12,603,509, or $635,778 
under expenses for January 1938, a de- 
crease of 5%. 

After deducting tax aceruals of $1,- 
503,719, and net rentals for use of 
equipment and joint facilities totaling 
$723,436, there was left Net Railway 
Operating Income of $935,850, an in- 
crease of $1,398,485 compared with 
January last year. 

Out of Net Railway Operating In- 
come, and Other Income, consisting 
of dividends and interest on securities 
owned, rentals and miscellaneous in- 
come, must be paid the interest on 
bonds and equipment trust notes in 
the hands of the public, and other fixed 
charges. For the year 1938 the income 
from all sources was not sufficient. to 
cover the fixed charges, and the final 
result -was.a Net Loss of $6,829,008, 
whereas for ‘the year 1937 there was a 
Net Income of $756;793. °No dividends 
have -been -paid ‘since: January, 1932.
